The anw t^ch the Soviet govemwnt sends to foreign countries, 
especially to the Arab World, are accompanied by an army of propa^gandists,. 
spies and specialists In revolutions disguised as experts. They carry 
out activities planned by t^qlf government among all classes of people, 
as well a3 activities of locgl Communist parties, j^od .local governaente 
are unable to restrict them.. In theo countries that do not Import arms, . 
the embassies swarm with such experts disguised as employees, for instiifice, 
in a small country like Jordan, whose Inhabitants do not exceed a tdllion, 
the Soviet Embassy has 350 emplpiees. Most of these are found In civilian 


clothes on buses, in cafes and In public places, wandering around, con- 
tacting all classes of people. Most of these employees understand Arabic, 


discuss the tcschlngs of Islam, and show en thus iasn for these teac^lAgs 
. as a laean^- to change 'the views of^rellglova people concerning heretical 


Clearly threatening the existence of the Horth Caucasians and

Soviet Intelligence Is so audacious that It can silence Aserlcan 
citizens while at hone. In fact, It was able to nova some of those 
who are weak In spirit to oppose patriotic and political noveaents. 

The okethod by which Soviet intelligence- carries out its 
-• prograns is extremely simple and doe's not cost anything. 

American citizens who go to the Soviet Union for a tour or 
a visit, and who by origin are related to the people of North Caucasia, 
are subjected upon arrival to a lengthy interrogation by Soviet intel- 
ligence about vllfe Ih^^the United States, about the activities of in- 
dividuals, ai^ about political and social organizations, and their * - 
contacts wlth^ the authorities. Some of them are permitted to visit their 
villages and relatives, others are not even permlttda to visit their 
parents' tomb for one hour* Strict residence requirements are Imposed 
on them, in hotels for ''foreigners which are subjected to rigorous snper- 
vision. Before departure, the visitor’ or the^ tourist Is suamonded to 
the Intelligence Center -for a. second time, and che^e he Is given orders 
not to mention what has happened to him, or to talk badly about the Soviet 
system after his return to the United States, threatening to take revenge

Today, we see that many North Caucasians refuse^ to participate 
in any activity against Conmtunlsm, which they previously fought, and

It Is kno^^ to ail that those per^tted to 
leave the Soviet Union are to present detailed reports upon their return 
about what they heard and sav. We believe Chat the sons of North Caucasia 
are not Che only ones who are subjected to the Soviet policy of silencing. 

The spy Abd al^Khallq, who was a meoiber of the Soviet delegation 
at the United Nations, and who was lately exposed by American Intel’- 
llgence, had his story published In Che newspapers. This spy, regrettaSly, 
" was one of the sons of North Caucasia. He was not concerned about the 
effect his -work would have on his countrymen when he used to attend 
their annual social parties here, drawing close Co them, showing hlo . 

hatred of the Soviets, and pretending that his father was "one of the
